Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


During the last year as a Public Health Authority the vital 
statistics for the town of Brigg were exceptionally good, There was a 
substantial fall in the birth rate, combined with a complete absence of 
stillbirth or infant death, 


Notified infectious diseases were very few apart from measles, 
This was part of a widespread epidemic of measles in the area, and it is 
unfortunate that this disease is still common, It is entirely prevent- 
able by a simple and safe inoculation which should be given early in the 
second year of life, but can be given to children up to 16 years who have 


not yet had measles, It is freely available at the surgeries and clinics, 


The Deputy Health Inspector left during the year to take up a 
post in Grimsby and Mr, T. F. Moore was appointed to the post, There 
was a full complement of two inspectors for most of the year, and at long 
last some of the backlog of necessary hygiene inspection was undertaken, 


Detailed inspection of a caravan site showed a number of contra- 
ventions of the site licence, which were remedied by informal advice, A 
survey of the food shops showed some contravention of the food hygiene 
regulations in three-quarters of them, requiring advice and instructions 
on improvements, 


With the provision of the colourful new stalls en the market, 
the opportunity was also taken to improve conditions on the food stalls, 
particularly in regard to washing facilities, 
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The Council has not encoureged house improvements by speculative 
absentee landlords, but nevertheless an impressive total of 92 standard 
and improvement grants have been given, A start has been made on clearing 
derelict property with two large premises cleared, though there still 
remains some derelict and sub-standard property in the town which should 
either be cleared or improved by the new Council, 


Plans for the major sewage works improvements and extensions | 
were finished before the end of the year and ready to put out to tender, 
but further action was left to the Anglian Water Authority which has taken 
over the sewage works in 1974. The Water Authority have it in their 
immediate programme to start in 1974, A new public toilet block at East 
Park was completed during the year, 


While the disappearance of small authorities such as ours will 
be a cause of some sadness there should be many advantages as a result 
of reorganisation, With their necessarily small staff and meagre re- 
sources, authorities as small as Brigg experience considerable disruption 
of services if even one member of staff is off sick, on leave, or there 
is any delay in replacing an officer who has left, The new Glanford 
Borough Council with its much bigger staff will be better able to main- 
tain services at such times, and we can look forward to a future when 
our recent "Stop and go" progress with food hygiene, slum clearance and 
public health work in general will be replaced by an era of steady and 
maintained progress, 


Although the traditional post of Medical Officer of Health is 
one of the casualties of reorganisation, the new authority is appointing 
the District Community Physician as their "Medical Officer of Environmental 
Health" with somewhat similar functions, Having been appointed to this 
post I shall therefore continue to serve the people of Brigg in the future, 
as I have for the past 17 years, While reorganisation will involve a 
considerable upset in administrative arrangements and cause some temporary 
difficulties until we all know our way around in the new system, it does 
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offer great opportunities to reconsider and improve a variety of services, 
Let us hope that we are able to make the most of these opportunities in the 


years to come, 

I should like to thank the officers of the Health Department also 
members of the Committee for their co-operation and support through the 
years, and wish Brigg well for the future,
